m ent and gav e liberally and all that 
i-emains now is for those who hav e 
not been seen to giv e ju st as liber­ 
ally . 
The factory which will come here 
is one of the most promising kitchen 
cabinet factories in the Middle West. 
The article 
manu factu red 
is well 
recommended, and those who hav e 
inspected the cabinet say that they 
are highly pleased with it. 
The terms on which the factory 
will come are satisfactory to those 
who hav e heard of the proposition. 
The company will work abou t twen­ 
ty -fiv e men to start with, bu t there is
